UNITED NATIONS, (AFP) - 
The chief prosecutor of the 
Yugoslavia war crimes court 
said Monday there are ’’trou¬ 
bling questions” about how 
Ratko Mladic escaped capture 
for 16 years in Serbia. 

Mladic's arrest was an "ex¬ 
cellent result,” Brammertz told 
the UN council, while high¬ 
lighting the 16 years that the 
man accused of 11 charges of 
genocide, crimes against hu¬ 
manity and war crimes in the 
1992-95 Bosnian war escaped 
international justice. 

Brammertz said that Serbia 
still had to reinforce its fugi¬ 
tive hunting system. "We want 
the remaining ICTY fugitive - 
- Goran Hadzic — appre¬ 
hended without delay.” 
Hadzic, leader of Croatian 
Serb rebels during the Balkan 
wars, is the last of 161 people 
indicted by the court who is 
still on the run.

China backs Ban 
for second term as 
UN chief 


BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
China, a permanent member of 
the UN Security Council, has 
backed Ban Ki-moon's bid for 
a second term as chief of the 
global body, praising his work 
over the past four years. 

Ban, who has led the 
United Nations since January 
2007, on Monday put himself 
forward for a second five-year 
term as secretary general. 

"As a native Asian, Mr Ban 
Ki-moon has served the 
United Nations for more than 
four years,” said Chinese for¬ 
eign ministry spokesman 
Hong Lei in comments re¬ 
ported by official Chinese 
news agency Xinhua on Tues¬ 
day. "China applauds his work 
as the secretary general,” 
Hong said. 

China's UN ambassador Li 
Baodong said Asian nations 
backed Ban and that he had

strengthened the UN role in 
promoting "peace and devel¬ 
opment” during his term. 

France, another permanent 
member of the Security Coun¬ 
cil, also quickly came out in 
support of Ban's bid. 

Ban earlier said China must 
improve human rights as he 
defended his record on the 
issue in announcing his bid for 
a new term. 

He has been criticised by 
rights groups in the past about 
his use of "quiet diplomacy” 
with China and other major 
nations. 

But the UN secretary gen¬ 
eral insisted he has always 
spoken out on human rights, 
which he called a "corner¬ 
stone'' of the UN charter. 

Ban was particularly criti¬ 
cised after a visit to China in 
November when he failed to 
raise the case of jailed Nobel 
Peace Prize winner Liu Xi- 
aobo in a meeting with China's 
President Hu Jintao. 


Markets dive as divided 
Peru digests Humala 
victory 


LIMA, Peru (AFP) - Peru's 
stock market posted a record 
loss and world silver prices 
spiked Monday, as markets 
gave a negative reaction to 
leftist Ollanta Humala's win 
in a presidency runoff. 

The ex-lieutenant colonel 
claimed victory after Sunday's 
poll against right-wing law¬ 
maker Keiko Fujimori, raising 
fears of a Venezuela-style up¬ 
heaval in a country that is a 
vital supplier of precious met¬ 
als to the global market. 

Humala had campaigned 
on promises to share out 
Peru's mineral wealth — in¬ 
cluding gold, silver and cop¬ 
per — while playing down his 
former ties to Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez. 

With more than 90 percent 
of the vote counted, Humala, 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AFP) - 
NATO air raids targeted the 
military intelligence headquar¬ 
ters of Moamer Kadhafi's bat¬ 
tered regime on Monday, 
ahead of a visit to Libya by an 
envoy from Russia which has 
raised concerns about the 
scope of the military cam¬ 
paign. 

Royal Air Force Tornado 
and Typhoon warplanes hit the 
military intelligence HQ in 
Tripoli on Monday, Major 
General Nick Pope, 
spokesman for the Chief of 
Defence Staff, said in London. 

The Western military al¬ 
liance said that its aircraft "de¬ 
livered precision-guided 
weapons as part of a campaign 
which continues to degrade 
Kadhafi’s ability to commit 
crimes on his own people.” 

A Libyan information min¬ 
istry official said that NATO- 
led warplanes also hit offices 
of the state broadcaster but the 
alliance denied the charge. 


48, slightly extended his lead 
Monday, with 51.37 percent, 
against 48.63 percent for Fu¬ 
jimori, daughter of a jailed ex¬ 
strongman, official figures 
showed. 

"I recognize his triumph,” 
Fujimori said in a brief mes¬ 
sage to the media Monday. "I 
salute his victory and I wish 
him luck.” 

Peru's stock market tum¬ 
bled, posting a record 12.5 
percent loss despite a mid-ses¬ 
sion halt to trading and early 
close to try to limit the dam¬ 
age. Peruvian mining compa¬ 
nies were among the biggest 
losers. 

The picture was scarcely 
more positive outside Peru. In 
London, silver prices rose, by 
2.1 percent to $36.99 per troy 
ounce. 


NATO-led warplanes were 
in the air over the Libyan cap¬ 
ital again on Monday evening. 
An AFP correspondent heard 
two loud explosions in the city 
centre, state television said 
that a telecommunications 
centre was hit, cutting tele¬ 
phone lines in several areas. 

Tripoli will not be on the 
itinerary of Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev's envoy 
Mikhail Margelov, who will 
instead meet rebel leaders in 
their Benghazi stronghold 
today, an official said in 
Moscow. 

Russia has voiced concerns 
that the NATO operation is 
sliding towards a land cam¬ 
paign. 

The Libyan regime, mean¬ 
while, insisted on its credibil¬ 
ity after foreign journalists 
raised doubts over the case of 
a baby girl in hospital who of¬ 
ficials said had been wounded 
in a NATO air strike.

During the past three days 
ELMAR encountered three 
technical fallouts which af¬ 
fected the supply of electric¬ 
ity in certain districts in 
Oranjestad.

Cruz, 
Seroe Biento and Seroe Lo¬ 
pez as well as in Primavera. 

The third power outage 
occurred mid day Sunday at 
Butucu in San Nicolaas. Here 
the problem was in a high 
voltage fuse which caused an 
electrical shut down for about 
an hour.

AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands — There will be no public 
transport in Amsterdam today, 
as bus, tram and metro workers 
go on strike in protest at gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Public transport services 
will stop at around 03.00 hours 
today and not start again until 
01.00 hours tomorrow morn¬ 
ing. 


Staff are angry that the gov¬ 
ernment plans to cut €120m 
from public transport spending 
and force Amsterdam, Rotter¬ 
dam and The Hague to put bus 
and tram services out to tender. 

The Hague’s public trans¬ 
port will be hit by a 24-hour 
strike tomorrow and Rotter¬ 
dam will follow on Thursday. 


Dutch probe samples for 
deadly bacteria 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) — Dutch authori¬ 
ties said today they were 
analysing samples of sprouting 
seeds here following a deadly 
bacterial outbreak in neigh¬ 
bouring Germany that has 
killed 22 in Europe. 

Food and consumer safety 
authority spokeswoman, Mar¬ 
ian Bartelink, however 
stressed: "There is absolutely 
no indication at the moment 


that the bacterium is present in 
the Netherlands." 

"This is a simple precau¬ 
tion, we have taken samples 
for analysis," she told AFP. 

A group of Dutch experts 
comprising doctors and scien¬ 
tists met late yesterday to dis¬ 
cuss measures should an 
EHEC epidemic hit the 
Netherlands, Dutch Institute 
for Public Health spokesman 
Toon van Wijk said

At each fallout, it was ob¬ 
served that the excessive heat 
of the last few days has 
caused the build up of humid¬ 
ity in the transformer houses 
which affects the equipment. 
ELMAR has about 800 of 
these transformer houses 
strategically located around 
the island. However, many of 
these power houses lack reg¬ 
ular maintenance. 

ELMAR invests about 15 
million Florins yearly in her 
network of electricity, but this 


amount is not enough to ade¬ 
quately maintain and pur¬ 
chase new equipment. In 
view of this situation, 
ELMAR is currently contem¬ 
plating requesting a large 
loan to invest in a multimil¬ 
lion Florin upgrade/mainte¬ 
nance, replacement of all 
cables from WEB to their 
substations. Many of these 
cables are many decades old 
and are using an outdated an¬ 
tiquated system.

Extinct sea cow fossil 
found in Philippines 



MANILA (AFP) - The bones 
of an extinct sea cow species 
that lived about 20 million 
years ago have been discov¬ 
ered in a cave in the Philip¬ 
pines by a team of Italian 
scientists, the expedition 
head said Monday. 

Several ribs and spine 
parts of the aquatic mammal 
were found in February and 
March in limestone rock 
above the waters of an under¬ 
ground river on the island of 
Palawan, said University of 
Florence geologist Leonardo 
Piccini. 

’’The fossil is in the rock, 
in the cave. We cannot re¬ 
move it and we don't want to 
extract it. We would like to 
wait (for) when the technol¬ 
ogy will allow us to study the 
fossil without extracting it," 
Piccini told AFP. 

Speaking on the sidelines 
of a symposium at the Philip¬ 
pine presidential palace 
where the find was an¬ 
nounced, Piccini said it was a 
rare discovery in the region 
from the Miocene era — 20 
million years ago. 

"It's the first remains of 
this kind of animal in the 
area, so it is important in re¬ 
constructing the habitat and 


the diffusions of this animal 
in the Miocene," he added. 

Initial comparisons with 
fossil specimens suggest it 
belongs to one of two extinct 
species of plant-eating sire- 
nia, also known as sea cows, 
according to research by Fed¬ 
erico Panti and Paolo Forti, a 
member of the Palawan expe¬ 
dition. 

They said the animal 
would have been about 180 
centimetres (about six feet) 
long. 

Two sea cow species live 
to this day, the dugong of the 
Indo-Pacific region and man¬ 
atees of the Atlantic basin. 

The paper said such fossil 
finds in the East had been 
limited to India along with 
some fragmentary finds in 
Madagascar, Pakistan, Sri 
Lanka, and the Indonesian is¬ 
land of Java. 

"The specimens (found) in 
the Palawan Island represent 
the first from the Philippines 
and the easternmost occur¬ 
rence in the region," it added. 

It called on the govern¬ 
ment to protect the area of the 
find in the Puerto Princesa 
subterranean river, which is 
being heavily promoted as a 
major tourist destination. 


Osram sues 
Samsung, LG 
for alleged LED 
patent violations 

FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - German lighting 
company Osram, which is 
owned by industrial giant 
Siemens, said Monday that 
it had filed suit against Sam¬ 
sung and LG of Korea for 
patent violations. 

Osram filed complaints 
in Germany and the United 
States in connection with al¬ 
leged violations regarding 
patents for light emitting 
diode (LED) technology and 
plans to file another on 
Tuesday against LG in 
China, a statement said. 

"Osram stresses that 
Samsung and LG group 
companies infringe its 
patents on white and surface 
mountable LEDs in the US, 
Germany and as far as LG is 
concerned, in Japan and 
China," it added. 

LEDs are a key compo¬ 
nent for television and com¬ 
puter screens. 

Osram seeks a court 
order "to prevent Samsung 
and LG from importing and 
selling infringing LEDs and 
products containing these 
LEDs," the statement said. 

It also seeks compensa¬ 
tion from the Korean groups. 


Hackers attack 
FBI partner 
website 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group of shadowy hackers 
responsible for a string of re¬ 
cent high-profile cyberat¬ 
tacks has claimed to have 
stolen email addresses and 
passwords from associates of 
an FBI-affiliated security 
program. 

The hackers who call them¬ 
selves "Lulz Security," or 
LulzSec, said they had attacked 
the website of the Atlanta chap¬ 
ter of InfraGard in retaliation 
for US efforts to classify hack¬ 
ing as an act of war. 

Lulz Security published a 
list online of around 180 
email addresses and pass¬ 
words which the group said 
were obtained from the In¬ 
fraGard website.

Solar tunnel powers part 
of Paris-Amsterdam 
train line

ANTWERP, Belgium (AFP) 
- High-speed international 
trains linking Paris and Ams¬ 


terdam as of Monday became 
the first in Europe to use elec¬ 
tricity generated by solar pan¬ 
els installed in a tunnel on the 
line. 

At a cost of 15.6 million 
euros, project managers say 
the 3.6-kilometre tunnel 
crossing Antwerp, in northern 
Belgium, is fitted with 
16,000 solar panels covering 
50,000 square metres, 
roughly eight football 
pitches. 

The panels produce 3,300 
megawatts per hour of elec¬ 
tricity, or the average annual 
consumption of nearly 1,000 
families. 

The first "green train" left 
Antwerp on Monday for the 
Dutch border. While it was 
filled as usual with com¬ 
muters and students, for a 
dozen or so kilometres, its 
engines plugged into the 
solar energy source fitted 
along the line. 

The electricity produced 
feeds into the line's infra¬ 
structure, for lighting, signals 
and in-train power points, 
said Frederic Sacre, 
spokesman for Infrabel, 
which runs the rail network. 

"By using electricity gen¬ 
erated on-site, we eliminate 
energy losses and transport 
costs," said Steven De Tol- 
lenaere, head of project de¬ 
velopers Enfinity, which 
leans on state subsidies back¬ 
ing energy use that meets 
clean climate goals. 

The company hopes the 
project will allow it to de¬ 
velop new installations in the 
United States and other parts 
of the world, citing train 
hangars as ideal sites for such 
charging points in the future. 


Australians develop ’smart’ bandage 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
researchers have developed a 
"smart" bandage that changes 
colour as a wound worsens or 
improves, potentially leading 
to the better treatment of ail¬ 
ments such as leg ulcers. 

Lead inventor Louise van 
der Werff, a materials scien¬ 
tist at the Commonwealth 


Scientific and Industrial Re¬ 
search Organisation, said the 
dressing would change from 
red to blue depending on the 
temperature of the wound. 

"If the wound becomes in¬ 
fected then it typically gets 
warmer. It would get cooler if 
there were, for example, a 
compromised blood supply," 


she told AFP on Monday. 

Van der Werff said wound 
changes were not always ob¬ 
vious and the fibre she helped 
devise, using liquid crystals 
which react to different tem¬ 
peratures, could show 
changes of less than half a de¬ 
gree Celsius. 

"A temperature is sort of 


an obvious indication — if 
they can see that through a 
colour change then hopefully 
it can help a lot," she said. 

Van der Werff, who is 
completing her doctorate at 
Monash University in Mel¬ 
bourne, said plans were un¬ 
derway to incorporate the 
colour-changing fibre into a 


textile. 

"Our main target is for 
chronic wound care — the 
elderly, obese and people 
with diabetes who can get 
wounds like leg ulcers and 
pressure ulcers and things 
like that which can really last 
a long time without healing 
properly," she said.

Hip Bones Widen With Age, Too 



— People continue to grow 
well into their 70s, but they're 
not growing taller, they’re 
growing wider, new research 
shows. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill School of Medi¬ 
cine found that people's pelvic 
bones (hip bones) continue to 
grow long after they reach 
skeletal maturity. The end re¬ 
sult: extra inches at the waist¬ 
line and many extra pounds 
on the scale. 


"Whether or not they also 
have an increase in body fat, 
our findings suggest that 
pelvic growth may contribute 
to people becoming wider and 
having a large waist size as 
they get older," said Dr. Lau¬ 
rence E. Dahners, senior study 
author and a professor of or¬ 
thopedics at UNC, in a univer¬ 
sity news release. "If the rest 
of the body is widening, this 
might account for a significant 
portion of an increase in body 
weight of about one pound a 


year." 

In conducting the study, 
published online this week in 
the Journal of Orthopaedic 
Research, researchers used 
CT scans to measure the 
width and height of 246 pa¬ 
tients in various age groups. 
The study found the width of 
the patients' pelvises contin¬ 
ued to grow, even after skele¬ 
tal maturity at 20 years of age. 
Specifically, the researchers 
noted, the pelvic inlet (the 
birth canal opening in the 
middle of the pelvis) widened, 
which is evidence of actual 
pelvic growth. 

On average, the pelvic 
width of the oldest patients in 
the study was nearly an inch 
larger than the width of the 
youngest patients. The study's 
authors explained this one- 
inch increase alone could 
amount to three extra inches 
on the waist between the ages 
of 20 and 79 years. They also 
noted this widening could also 
account for a significant por¬ 
tion of an annual one-pound 
weight gain. 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
The source of a killer bacteria 
remained elusive on Monday 
after Germany announced that 
initial tests on suspected or¬ 
ganic sprouts had proved neg¬ 
ative, while the outbreak's 
death toll grew to 23. 

The probes were carried out 
on a farm in the northern state 
of Lower Saxony after re¬ 
gional agriculture minister 
Gerd Lindermann said a link 
had been found to the main 
areas hit by the E. coli out¬ 
break. 

Results available from 23 
of the 40 samples of seeds, 
water, ventilation and work 
surfaces tested indicated they 
were free of the bacteria re¬ 
sponsible for 23 deaths and 
more than 2,000 people falling 
ill, the state's agriculture min¬ 
istry said. 

Federal Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Ilse Aigner said Germany 
would maintain warnings 
against eating sprouts as well 
as tomatoes, lettuce and cu¬ 
cumbers, particularly in the 
north of the country, until the 
origin had been pinpointed. 

But Andreas Hensel, head 
of the Federal Institute for Risk 


Assessment, said that "it is 
possible we shall never be able 
to identify the source" of the 
contamination. 

Aigner said investigations 
were continuing with checks 
on vegetable supply chains and 
producers up and down the 
country. 

She was to travel to Luxem¬ 
bourg to attend an emergency 
meeting of European Union 
agriculture ministers which is 
to discuss aid for farmers who 
are unable to sell their vegeta¬ 
bles because of growing con¬ 
sumer fears. 

The Spanish government 
had sharply criticised Ger¬ 
many after officials in Ham¬ 
burg, the epicentre of the scare, 
warned the outbreak might be 
linked to organic cucumbers 
imported from Spain before re¬ 
tracting their statement. 

Similar outbreaks in Japan 
between 1996 and 2003 in¬ 
fected more than 10,000 peo¬ 
ple and left 22 dead, according 
to the Japanese health ministry. 

Japan suspected that radish 
sprouts were to blame, but they 
found no conclusive evidence 
and farmers later successfully 
sued for compensation.

Supreme Court okays 
Halliburton class-action 
suit

NEW YORK, (AFP) - Fallen 
IMF chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn yesterday pleaded not 
guilty to attempted rape, set¬ 
ting up a fierce New York 
courtroom showdown with his 
accuser. 

Asked how he pleaded to 
seven counts of sex crimes, the 
former head of the world 


lender, once a top con¬ 
tender for president of 
France, stood before 
Judge Michael Obus and 
more than 100 journal¬ 
ists to say: "Not guilty." 

Strauss-Kahn, 62, 
then left with his wife 
and two burly body¬ 
guards assigned to en¬ 
force his house arrest. 

Outside the New 
York State Supreme 
Court, a lawyer for the 
Sofitel hotel maid ac¬ 
cusing Strauss-Kahn of 
trying to rape her said 
she would take the stand dur¬ 
ing the trial. 

From the courthouse steps 
he told a huge crowd of jour¬ 
nalists that the alleged sexual 
assault in Strauss-Kahn’s Sofi¬ 
tel luxury suite May 14 had left 
her "traumatized." 

A group of maids arrived by

bus to demonstrate at the court, 
booing Strauss-Kahn as he ar¬ 
rived and chanting "Shame on 
you!" Their cries were audible 
from the 13 th floor courtroom 
where his seven minute ar¬ 
raignment hearing unfolded. 

The next court hearing was 
set for July 18 and a trial could 
be months away. While the 
maid is set to be the main pros¬ 
ecution witness, Strauss-Kahn 
can choose not to testify. 

Defense lawyers led by 
high-profile attorney Benjamin 
Brafman are strongly indicat¬ 
ing they will not challenge the 
assertion that a sexual en¬ 
counter took place. This could 
be in recognition of apparently 
strong physical evidence col¬ 
lected by police, including, ac¬ 
cording to leaked reports, 
semen on the maid’s shirt. 

Instead, Brafman could 
argue that sex was consensual 
and that prosecutors cannot 
prove force was used. 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
The US Supreme Court gave 
the green light Monday to a 
group seeking to bring a 
class-action lawsuit against 
US oil services firm Hallibur¬ 
ton for alleged fraud. 

The nine judges unani¬ 
mously decided that the 
plaintiffs, a group of in¬ 
vestors, do not need to prove 
a direct relationship between 
Halliburton’s alleged fraudu¬ 
lent statements and the in¬ 
vestors' financial losses in 
order to pursue the lawsuit. 

Halliburton is accused of 
making a series of false state¬ 
ments about its business deal¬ 
ings that artificially inflated 
its stock price. 

Afterward, Halliburton 
disclosed corrections that 
then caused stock prices to 
drop at the loss of investors. 

The suit is on behalf of all 
investors who purchased Hal¬ 
liburton stock between June 


3, 1999 and December 7, 

2001 . 

Former US Vice President 
Dick Cheney was chairmen 
and Chief Executive Officer 
of Halliburton until 2000. 

The ruling sent Hallibur¬ 
ton shares plummeting 4.6 
percent by close to the end of 
New York trade Monday. 

The court noted that in 
order to win a securities fraud 
action, investors must prove 
that the company's "deceptive 
conduct caused their claimed 
economic loss," a require¬ 
ment known as "loss causa¬ 
tion." 

But Chief Justice John 
Roberts said in the decision 
that the plaintiffs are not re¬ 
quired to prove loss causation 
in order to bring about their 
class-action lawsuit. 

The ruling could make it 
easier to bring similar class 
action suits against other 
firms. 


Nigerian militants threaten to 
attack Italy's Eni oil plants 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AFP) - 
Nigeria's most prominent 
militant group MEND on 
Monday threatened to attack 
facilities of the Italian energy 
firm Eni in the country, ac¬ 
cusing it of stealing oil and of 
backing NATO-led air raids 
on Libya. 

The Movement for the 
Emancipation of the Niger 
Delta (MEND) in an emailed 
statement said Eni engaged in 
"theft" in Nigeria's southern 
oil-rich region and assisted a 
special Nigerian military unit 
deployed there. 

"The Eni group has ac¬ 
tively participated in the theft 
of oil in the Niger delta for 
decades, assisting the Niger¬ 
ian military in its scorched 
earth and genocidal actions 
against the justice-seeking 
citizens of the Niger delta," it 
noted. 

MEND claims to be fight¬ 
ing for an fairer share of the 
oil wealth for area residents. 


It also highlighted "with 
outrage the involvement of 
the ENI group of Italy in the 
attacks on the innocent citi¬ 
zens of Libya by Western na¬ 
tions intent on plundering the 
mineral resources of that na¬ 
tion." 

"In solidarity with the op¬ 
pressed people of Libya we 
vow this day to henceforth 
pursue the complete destruc¬ 
tion of all investment owned 
by ENI group in Nigeria and 
urge all around Africa to do 
likewise," it said. 

Nine of NATO's 28 mem¬ 
bers states are taking part in 
air strikes in Libya, with 
France and Britain leading 
the offensive, but it was not 
clear why the militants 
picked on the Italian energy 
firm. 

MEND questioned why 
Western nations ignored the 
bombing of communities in 
the Niger delta allegedly by 
the Nigerian military. 


The deeply impoverished 
Niger Delta region has been 
hit by scores of attacks and 
kidnappings in recent years 
by criminal gangs and mili¬ 
tant groups 

Oil accounts for more than 
90 percent of Nigeria's for¬ 
eign exchange earnings and 
some 80 percent of govern¬ 
ment revenue.

World's oldest champagne 
auctioned for 
record-setting price

MARIEHAMN, Finland 
(AFP) - A bottle of Veuve 
Clicquot, among the world’s 
oldest champagne, was auc¬ 
tioned week-end for a record¬ 
setting 30,000 euros ($43,560) 
near where it was found in a 
shipwreck at the bottom of the 
Baltic Sea. 

The nearly 200-year-old 
bottle was part of the booty 
from a shipwreck dating from 
between 1825 and 1830, and 
discovered last July on the sea 
floor near Finland’s au¬ 
tonomous Aaland archipelago. 


’’This is an emotional bottle, 
because this is the wine of 
Madame Clicquot herself," Fa- 
bienne Moreau, a historian for 
Veuve Clicquot, told AFP, re¬ 
ferring to Barbe-Nicole Clic¬ 
quot Ponsardin, the woman 
who ruled the famous house in 
the 19th century. 

A bottle of champagne from 
the now-extinct house of 
Juglar, which was salvaged 
from the same wreck, sold for 
24,000 euros in the same auc¬ 
tion , a Singaporean buyer had 
bought both bottles. 


NANCY, France (AFP) - Two 
women succeeded in dodging 
France's same-sex marriage 
ban to say "I do" on Saturday 
— because one of the happy 
couple is still, legally, a man. 

Stephanie Nicot, 59, wed 
27-year-old partner Elise in a 
town hall ceremony in Nancy 
in eastern France in what is 
said to be the first marriage of 
its kind in the country. 

Stephanie, formerly 
Stephane, had sex reassign¬ 
ment surgery to become a 
woman but has refused to 
lodge documents, as required 
by French law, to also have 
her gender changed on the 
population register. 

"It's a symbol for millions 
of gays and lesbians who 
would like to have the same 
rights," Nicot said of her mar¬ 
riage. 

"It's the first marriage in 
France of its kind," Nancy's 
deputy mayor Laurent Henart 
told AFP. 

The newly-weds later 
joined around 2,000 members 
of the lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender (LGBT) 
community for a march in the 


city. 

The only regret voiced by 
one of the guests was that the 
marriage official "called 
Stephanie by her old, male 
name." 

There are between 40,000 
and 50,000 transsexual and 
transgender people living in 
France, according to support 
groups. 

The French constitutional 
court in January upheld the 
country's gay marriage ban, 


saying it was in keeping with 
the constitution. 

The court made the ruling 
in response to a bid by a les¬ 
bian couple, who have four 
children, to marry after 
spending 10 years in a PACS, 
or civil union. 

Several of France's Euro¬ 
pean Union fellow member 
states, including Spain, Bel¬ 
gium and the Netherlands, 
have legalised homosexual 
marriage.

Woods dumps IMG to stay with agent 


ORLANDO, Florida (AFP) - 
Tiger Woods is standing by 
his man, agent Mark Stein¬ 
berg, rather than remaining 
with IMG, the agency which 
helped him become the 
world's first billion-dollar 
athlete in terms of endorse¬ 
ments. 

Woods announced in a 
Twitter message on Monday 
that he will keep Steinberg as 
his agent even though Stein¬ 
berg no longer works as a 
representative for IMG, the 
agency which was founded 


by Mark McCormack, who 
died in 2003. 

Woods had been repre¬ 
sented by IMG since turning 
professional in 1996 but his 
agent for the last 12 years has 
been Steinberg, who did not 
renew his contract with IMG 
when it expired two weeks ago. 

"Staying with Mark Stein¬ 
berg. Total confidence in 
him," Woods posted Monday 
morning on his Twitter mi¬ 
croblogging webpage. "Ex¬ 
cited about the next stage in 
my professional life. 


Woods became the first 
athlete to reach $1 billion in 
career endorsement income 
just two months before the 
revelations of a secret sex life 
with multiple mistresses that 
led to his divorce from wife 
Elin Nordegren last year. 

Since news of the scandal 
became public 20 months 
ago, Woods has not won a 
tournament and has slid from 
atop the world golf rankings 
to 15th this week. Woods 
ranks only seventh among 
Americans on the list.

But Burress walked into a 
Manhattan nightclub in No¬ 
vember of 2008 with a gun 
tucked in the top of his 
trousers.

In August of 2009, Bur¬ 
ress pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted criminal weapons 
possession and was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison, 
but his release came three 
months early for good be- 
havoir. 

"I just want to thank God 
for bringing me through one 
of the most trying times in 
my life," Burress said as he 
walked out of the Oneida 
Correctional Facility. "I 
would like to thank all my 
fans all around the world for 
the thousands of letters, for 
their unwavering support. 

Burress, wearing a base¬ 
ball cap with a black sweat¬ 
shirt and shorts, was greeted 
by agent Drew Rosenhaus as 
he left the upstate New York 
facility. Burress was planning 
to fly home to be reunited 
with his family, including a 
daughter born while he was 
imprisoned. 

Rosenhaus said teams he 
has contacted had no con¬ 
cerns about taking Burress as 
a free agent. 

"There are going to be 
multiple teams interested in 
signing him," he said. "I ex¬ 
pect him to get a good con¬ 
tract. I expect him to 
absolutely be playing."

- Javier Hernandez scored 
three goals for Mexico in a 5- 
0 rout of El Salvador while 
Costa Rica blanked Cuba by 
the same score in the openers 
of the CONCACAF Gold 
Cup tournament. 

The Mexicans and Sal¬ 
vadorans yesterday were 
scoreless in their Group A 
round-robin match until 
Efrain Juarez found the net in 
the 54th minute. 

Aldo De Nigri followed 
three minutes later and ”Chir- 


charito" Hernandez followed 
with goals in the 60th and 
66th minutes plus two min¬ 
utes into stoppage time to 
complete the Group A round- 
robin rout. 

Costa Rica had two goals 
each from Marcos Urena and 
Alvaro Saborio in dispatch¬ 
ing their Caribbean island 
foes. 

Urena opened the scoring 
in the sixth minute off a left 
wing centering pass from 
Christian Bolanos and Sabo¬ 
rio scored in the 40th minute 
to put the Ticos on top 2-0 at 
half-time. 

Urena scored again in the 
first minute of the second half 
and Saborio found the net for 
the second time in the 47th 
minute. Joel Campbell fin¬ 
ished the scoring in the 71 st 
minute. 

The tournament, whose 
winner qualifies for the 2013 
FIFA Confederations Cup, 
continues Monday at Los An¬ 
geles with the first Group B 
matches, Jamaica against 
Grenada and Honduras 
against Guatemala. 

Group A matches resume 
Thursday when Mexico will 
play Cuba and Costa Rica 
will face El Salvador at Char¬ 
lotte, North Carolina. 


Blatter goes for a tenor in search of 
wisdom 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
FIFA president Sepp Blatter 
has named opera legend 
Placido Domingo, 70, former 
US Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, 88, and Dutch 
football icon Johan Cruyff to 
a ’’council of wisdom” to help 
solve FIFA’s woes. 

The 75-year-old global 
football supremo, elected un¬ 
opposed to a fourth and final 
term as FIFA president last 
week, told CNN on Monday 
that he has assembled a solu¬ 
tions committee to deal with 
controversy involving his 
election and selection of 


World Cup hosts. 

’’These gentlemen are 
more or less advisors,” Blat¬ 
ter told CNN. ’’They are not 
the experts but advisors and 
what they should be also is 
the kind of council of wisdom 
— which my executive com¬ 
mittee would not like because 
they think they are the coun¬ 
cil of wisdom.” 

”To rebuild the image of 
FIFA, that’s No. 1,” Blatter 
said of his priorities. 

To that aim of credibility, 
Blatter named people whose 
links to football are far less 
strong than their fame in 
other areas. 


Singh's major streak appears done at 67 


COLUMBUS (AFP) - Fiji’s 
former golf world number 
one Vijay Singh missed his 
tee time for a US Open qual¬ 
ifying tournament on Mon¬ 
day, probably putting an end 
to his run of playing in 67 
consecutive major golf cham¬ 
pionships over the past 17 
years. 

The 48-year-old said after 


Sunday’s final round of the 
US PGA Memorial, in which 
he fired a seven-under par 65, 
that he would not play in the 
Monday qualifier. 

The only other path re¬ 
maining for Singh to earn a 
berth into next week’s US 
Open at Congressional Coun¬ 
try Club in Bethesda, Mary¬ 
land, would be to win or 


finish second at this week’s 
US PGA St. Jude Classic in 
Memphis, Tennessee. 

Singh was ranked World 
No. 1 for 32 weeks in 2004 
and 2005 and is three-time 
major title winner, landing 
the 2000 Masters and the 
1998 and 2004 PGA Champi¬ 
onships.
